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FOREWORD 

Miss  Margaret  Jackson,  President  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Library  Association, 
with  the  executive  board  of  the  Associa- 
tion felt  that  a handbook  of  Pennsyl- 
vania libraries,  similar  to  the  one  pub- 
lished by  the  P.  L.  A.  in  1926,  would 
be  of  value  at  this  time  to  the  librarians 
of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Library  Extension  Division  of  the 
State  Library  offered  to  assist'  in  the 
preparation  of  the  handbook,  edit  it,  and 
publish  it  as  the  July  number  of  Penn- 
sylvania Library  Notes.  Owing  to  the 
size  to  which  this  number  has  grown, 
and  the  present  need  for  economy  in  our 
printing  program,  the  handbook  is  being 
issued  as  the  July  and  October  number 
of  Pennsylvania  Library  Notes. 


The  tabulation  of  Pennsylvania  li- 
braries, made  by  Miss  Evelyn  L. 
Matthews  shows  plainly  the  existing 
relationship  between  expenditure  and 
service.  This  survey  should  bring  home 
to  trustees  and  members  of  boards  the 
fact  that  there  exists  this  high  correla- 
tion of  appropriation  and  service. 

To  Miss  Margaret  Jackson  and  Miss 
Harriet  T.  Root  we  are  indebted  for  our 
list  of  association  members ; Miss  Irma 
A.  Watts  and  Miss  Margaret  Jackson 
furnished  the  list  of  officers  of  the  P. 
L.  A. ; Miss  Frances  Dorrance  compiled 
the  information  regarding  the  historical 
societies  of  the  state ; Miss  Adeline 
Macrum  made  the  survey  of  hospital 
library  service  in  Pennsylvania  ; and  Mr. 
William  H.  Bristow,  Director  of  Second- 
ary Education,  Department  of  Public  In- 
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struction,  furnished  the  list  of  the  high 
school  librarians  of  the  State. 

We  regret  that  we  were  unable  to  in- 
clude the  subscription  libraries  and  the 
special  libraries  of  Pennsylvania  in  this 
number.  We  had  also  expected  to  have  a 
survey  made  of  the  prison  library  work 
of  our  state.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be 
possible  to  include  these  other  Pennsyl- 
vania libraries  in  a later  edition. 

The  compilation  of  figures,  and  editing 
of  this  number  have  been  carried  along 
with  the  busy  day's  routine  in  the  Li- 
brary Extension  Division  of  the  State  Li- 
brary. We  therefore  ask  for  your  indul- 
gence if  mistakes  have  occurred.  We 
gratefully  wish  to  acknowledge  all  help 
which  we  have  received  in  the  assembling 
of  material  for  this  Handbook  of  Penn- 
sylvania Libraries. 


A HISTORY  OF  LIBRARIES  IN 

PENNSYLVANIA  BEFORE  1832 

During  all  the  greater  part  of  the  17th 
century  the  culture  of  America  was 
mostly  transplanted  from  Europe,  mainly 
England.  It  was  not  to  be  expected 
that  the  colonists  should  display  any 
marked  degree  of  literary  or  scientific 
activity.  The  settlers  had  to  devote  their 
energies  to  the  enormous  task  of  conquer- 
ing the  American  wilderness  and  develop- 
ing its  resources.  The  first  Americans 
were  pioneers  in  opening  to  civilization 
a vast  continent,  not  pioneers  in  science, 
engineering  or  literature. 

During  the  second  quarter  of  the  18th 
century  the  organization  of  groups  of 
young  men  into  clubs  was  very  popular. 
These  clubs  met  in  the  taverns  and  ale- 
houses; and  since  no  other  public  amuse- 
ment was  available  to  divert  their  atten- 
tion, their  meetings  were  of  a literary 
nature.  No  doubt  the  most  of  the  books 
bought  by  these  gentlemen  were  imported 
from  Europe  ; but  in  1714  it  seems  that 
there  was  a shop  devoted  particularly 
to  books  opened  in  Philadelphia. 

Benjamin  Franklin  was  an  outstand- 
ing member  of  one  such  club  in  Phila- 
delphia called  the  Junto.  Members  of 
the  Junto  brought  their  own  books  to 


their  meeting  rooms  and  left  them  there 
for  the  common  benefit  of  all.  This  plan 
for  a library  was  not  practical  for  the 
individuals  were  not  careful  with  the 
books  which  were  the  property  of  other 
members ; and  the  plan  was  discontinued. 

About  1727  certain  members  of  the 
Junto  conceived  the  idea  of  a subscrip- 
tion library.  Their  ideas  matured  in 
1731  when  a number  of  men  of  Phila- 
delphia subscribed  sums  of  100  pounds, 
thus  creating  the  Philadelphia  Library 
Company.  In  October  1732  the  first  im- 
portation of  books  was  received.  The 
books  were  taken  to  Robert  Grace's 
chamber  at  his  house  in  Jones  Alley, 
and  there  placed  on  shelves  and  cata- 
logued. The  first  librarian  was  Louis 
Timothy.  At  one  o’clock  on  Saturdays 
the  ringing  of  the  church  bell  told  the 
community  that  the  library  was  open 
and  that  members  could  come  and  carry 
the  books  to  their  homes. 

The  minutes  taken  from  Mr.  Brientrall 
on  December  4,  1738  show  that  the  in- 
stitution had  been  well  founded  and  that 
a good  agreement  had  subsisted  in  the 
company.  The  library  was  moved  to 
rooms  in  the  State  House  in  1740  and 
on  May  3,  1742  a charter  of  incorpora- 
tion was  received. 

It  was  fifteen  years  after  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Library  Company  that 
the  Union  Library  Company  sprang  into 
existence.  Its  book  plates  preserved  in 
some  volumes  read,  “Belonging  to  the 
Union  Library  Company  of  Philadelphia, 
begun  in  the  year  1746.”  In  1754  it 
was  decided  to  publish  a catalog  of  the 
books  which  then  numbered  317  volumes. 

In  1757,  within  one  week’s  time,  adver- 
tisements appeared  of  two  new  libraries : 
The  Amicable  Library  and  the  Associa- 
tion Library.  The  Association  Library 
had  the  greater  wealth  and  prosperity. 
In  its  catalog  edited  1765,  570  titles  are 
listed.  In  1766  the  Amicable  Library 
Company  with  its  seven  years  accumu- 
lation was  made  a part  of  the  Union 
Company  and  in  1769  the  same  company 
received  the  proposals  for  a union  with 
the  Association  Library. 
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The  life  of  the  united  libraries  incor- 
porated as  the  Union  Library  Company 
was  very  short.  It  appeared  more  con- 
ducive to  the  interests  of  literature  to  be 
possessed  of  one  large  library  than  of 
several  smaller  collections  of  books. 
Within  two  months  of  the  acceptance  of 
the  Association  Library  the  Union  Com- 
pany was  incorporated  with  the  Phila- 
delphia Library  Company. 

In  1773  the  library  was  moved  to 
Carpenters  Hall  and  the  privilege  of 
Continental  Congressmen  to  use  the 
books  gratis  was  shortly  afterward 
granted.  During  the  war  the  rooms  were 
used  as  a hospital  for  the  sick,  and  the 
British  officers,  during  the  occupation  of 
Philadelphia,  used  the  books,  always 
paying  the  customary  fees. 

By  the  will  of  the  Hon.  William 
Logan,  the  institution  received  in  1777 
a very  handsome  bequest  of  books  of 
ancient  authors.  The  collection  of  books 
was  made  by  James  Logan  who  had 
gathered  it  to  be  donated  to  the  public. 
By  his  will  one  of  the  Logan  ancestry 
was  to  continue  the  library  ; but  in  1777 
when  such  provisions  were  impossible, 
the  entire  collection  of  3500  volumes  was 
turned  over  to  the  Library  Company  pro- 
vided that  they  were  kept  separate  from 
the  books  belonging  to  the  Library  Com- 
pany and  were  to  be  called  by  the  name 
of  the  Loganium  Library.  The  use  of 
the  books  was  absolutely  free. 

The  volumes  collected  in  the  Philadel- 
phia Library  Company  were  almost  en- 
tirely of  a classical  nature.  To  meet 
popular  demands  for  light  literature 
Lewis  Nicola  opened  a circulating  library 
in  Philadelphia  in  1767.  The  collection 
numbered  about  500  volumes.  As  a sign 
of  its  success  we  see  the  beginning  of 
competition.  In  September  1769  a second 
circulating  library  was  opened,  kept  by 
Thomas  Bradford. 

By  1776  there  were  a number  of  smaller 
public  libraries  in  Philadelphia.  Christ 
Church  Library  founded  1698  had  800 
volumes.  The  library  of  the  Monthly 
Meetings  of  Friends,  founded  1742,  had 
111  volumes,  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital 


Library  had  805  volumes  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  had  a collection  of 
2500  books. 

Outside  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  a 
number  of  libraries  developed  during  the 
colonial  era.  The  first  was  founded  in 
1743  at  Darby.  “The  chief  claim  of  this 
Library  to  fame,”  said  its  historian, 
“rests  in  this,  namely,  that  it  was 
founded  at  such  an  early  date,  in  the  face 
of  great  difficulty  and  that  it  has  been 
perpetual.”  The  first  library  formed 
among  non-English  speaking  settlers  was 
in  Germantown,  1745.  In  1755  a library 
was  begun  at  Hatborough  and  in  1759 
the  Julianna  Library  Company  in  Lan- 
caster was  founded.  Merion  and  Chester, 
also,  had  libraries  before  the  Revolution. 

Of  the  history  of  the  State  Library 
little  is  known.  First  mention  of  books 
for  the  Assembly  Library  was  made  in 
1745.  This  collection,  also  known  as  the 
State  Library,  the  City  Library  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Library,  was  kept  in  the 
State  House.  This  library  remained  in 
Philadelphia  until  1777,  when  it  was 
transferred  to  Easton  for  safe  keeping. 

The  last  quarter  of  the  century,  marked 
by  war,  reconstruction  and  pioneering  in 
independent  government  did  not  lend  it- 
self to  developments  along  cultural  and 
educational  lines.  It  was  no  slight  under- 
taking to  set  up  an  independent  political 
household  and  only  the  Philadelphia 
Library  Company,  harassed  by  difficulties 
and  insufficient  funds,  continued  to  grow. 
Payments  to  it  in  1780  were  made  in 
bushels  of  wheat  and  for  nine  years  no 
books  were  bought.  However,  because  of 
the  insufficient  size  of  its  rooms,  a build- 
ing plan  was  begun.  A lot  was  secured 
in  Fifth  Street  below  Chestnut  and  by 
December  13,  1790  the  books  were  all 
moved  there.  Among  the  benefactors  of 
the  library  during  this  period  appear 
Robert  Barclay,  Abraham  Claypoole,  Dr. 
Franklin,  Benjamin  Boche,  Henry  Cox, 
and  the  U.  S.  Congress  from  which  a fine 
collection  of  Public  Documents  found  its 
way  into  the  library. 

The  state  library  in  1781  also  an- 
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nounced  its  inteution  to  build  a reposi- 
tory “at  the  publick  charge.” 

Dickinson  College,  founded  1783,  had  a 
library  very  early.  John  Dickinson  made 
donations  to  the  extent  of  about  1500 
volumes  from  his  own  private  library  and 
the  two  literary  societies  founded  before 
1800  each  had  libraries  of  small  size. 

The  period  from  1800  to  1832  was  a 
direct  contrast  to  the  quarter  century 
proceeding  it.  Libraries  were  founded 
in  large  numbers  and  grew  very  rapidly. 
The  Philadelphia  Library  Company  con- 
tinued to  be  the  most  outstanding.  The 
number  of  books  it  owned  in  1832  was 

44,000,  decidedly  the  largest  collection  in 
the  country. 

During  this  period  a new  type  of  li- 
brary was  begun.  February  28,  1820  a 
society  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  a library  for  the  free  use  of 
apprentice  boys.  The  constitution  of  the 
Society  was  signed  by  the  members  and 
the  names  read  like  a Philadelphia  Blue 
Book.  It  is  interesting  to  observe  that 
one  woman  signed  the  article,  Elizabeth 
Marshall.  In  1832  this  library  consisted 
of  about  7000  volumes  and  directed  a 
lecture  course  which  was  most  helpful 
to  the  youth  of  the  city. 

In  1822  a second  library  of  this  type 
was  opened  and  chartered  as  the  Mercan- 
tile Library  Company.  This  society  gave 
a lecture  course  and  catered  primarily 
to  the  workman  and  craftsman.  The  li- 
brary in  1830  contained  3320  volumes. 

Besides  these  few  representative  insti- 
tutions many  others  grew.  The  library 
of  Foreign  Literature  and  Science  was 
one  of  the  most  unique.  Mr.  Itaneeau 
said  of  this  library: 

“Among  the  various  institutions  that 
exist  in  this  country  for  the  cultivation 
and  promotion  of  knowledge,  there  is 
none  more  likely  to  redound  to  the  honor 
as  well  as  to  the  advantage  of  our  citi- 
zens. . . .In  no  part  of  the  country,  I be- 
lieve, is  there  a Public  Library,  devoted 
entirely  to  foreign  literature  and  science, 
to  the  exclusion  of  books  written  in  the 
vernacular  tongue.” 

In  1832  a list  of  the  libraries  of  Phila- 


delphia and  the  number  of  volumes 
owned  by  each  was  prepared,  and  is  here 
given.

The  colleges  founded  within  this  period 
had  libraries  and  collections.  From  sta- 
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tistics  of  colleges  in  Pennsylvania,  182S, 
we  lind  Jefferson  College  library  con- 
tained 500  volumes  and  that  of  the  stu- 
dents’ 1600  volumes.  Washington  Col- 
lege had  a library  of  400  volumes.  The 
Western  University  had  a students’  li- 
brary of  500  volumes  and  the  college 
library  of  Allegheny  numbered  7000  vol- 
umes. Dickinson’s  library  continued  to 
grow  with  numerous  purchases.  Before 
1820  there  were  60  odd  academies  in  the 
State  which  most  probably  had  collections 
of  books. 

Every  town  of  note  in  the  State  organ- 
ized libraries  before  1S32.  Two  libraries 
were  instituted  at  Reading  about  1808. 
One  was  a German  library  which  con- 
tained about  1500  volumes.  The  Library 
Company  at  Reading  had  in  1832  about 
1000  volumes.  Easton  had  a library 
founded  in  1811.  In  1827  the  Chester 
County  Athenaeum  was  founded  at  West 


Chester.  May  8,  1829  the  second  library 
was  founded  at  Lancaster,  called  the 
Mechanics’  Library  of  Lancaster. 

In  conclusion  as  we  end  this  brief 
description,  library  progress  in  Pennsyl- 
vania to  1832,  it  may  be  said  that  Penn- 
sylvania had  no  reasons  to  be  ashamed 
of  her  interest  in  or  equipment  of  li- 
braries one  hundred  years  ago.  As  things 
went,  in  a new  country,  her  status  was 
good.  But  in  1832  the  United  States  was 
just  entering  upon  her  career  of  inde- 
pendence in  culture  and  appreciating 
cultural  interests.  The  work  of  pioneer 
settlement  was  well  done  in  the  East. 
What  Pennsylvania  has  accomplished  in 
these  interests  in  one  hundred  years  in 
the  further  organization  and  development 
of  libraries  may  be  easily  appreciated  by 
even  the  casual  observer.

PENNSYLVANIA  LIBRARY  ASSO- 
CIATION CONSTITUTION 
AND  BY-LAWS 

I.  Name 

This  organization  shall  be  called  the 
Pennsylvania  Library  Association.  As 
amended  October  25,  1922. 

II.  Object 

Its  object  shall  be  tii  advance  the 
interests  of  the  libraries  of  Pennsylvania. 


III.  Members 

Any  library,  historical  association  or 
similar  organization,  or  any  person  inter- 
ested in  library  work  may  become  a 
member  on  payment  of  the  annual  dues. 

As  amended  October  1,  1910. 

IV.  Officers  and  Executive  Board 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  be  a President,  a Vice-Presi- 
dent, a Secretary,  and  a Treasurer,  to 
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be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing. 

As  amended  October  29,  1909. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  any 
office,  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  one  of  the  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation for  the  unexpired  term. 

See.  3.  These  officers  together  with 
two  members  chosen  by  them  and  the 
President  or  Chairman  of  each  Depart- 
ment or  Section  of  the  Association  shall 
constitute  the  Executive  Committee  and 
shall  serve  until  their  successors  are 
chosen. 

As  amended  October  25,  1922. 

Sec.  4.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  empowered  to  spend  money  for  ex- 
penses of  the  Association,  the  bills  to 
be  endorsed  by  the  President  for  payment 
by  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  5.  The  President  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  be  chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  three  members  shall  con- 
stitute a quorum. 

Y.  Meetings 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint. 

The  President  shall  call  a special  meet- 
ing of  the  Association  on  the  written 
request  of  five  members,  but  notice  shall 
be  sent  to  each  member  not  less  than  a 
week  before  such  meeting. 

VI.  Dues 

(a)  The  annual  dues  of  libraries,  his- 
torical associations  and  similar  organiza- 
tions shall  be  two  dollars  a year,  and  of 
individuals  one  dollar  a year  in  advance. 

(b)  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Association 
shall  be  the  same  as  the  calendar  year, 

As  amended  October  25,  1922. 

VII.  Amendments 

All  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, which  shall  report  thereon,  and 
the  same  shall  become  law  if  adopted  by 


a three-fourths  vote  at  a regular  meet- 
ing, provided  that  notice  of  the  proposed 
change  shall  be  given  in  the  call  for  the 
meeting. 

VIII.  Departments  and  Sections 

Section  1.  Groups  of  members,  such 
as  (1)  Trustees  and  Directors  of  libra- 
ries; (2)  Librarians  of  and  persons  en- 
gaged professionally  in  school,  college, 
and  university  libraries;  (3)  Librarians 
of  and  persons  engaged  professionally  in 
Special  Libraries,  may  form  themselves 
into  “Departments”  or  “Sections”  of  the 
Association. 

elect  their  own  officers  and  arrange  for 
and  conduct  their  own  meetings  in  con- 

Such  Departments  or  Sections  shall 
junction  with  the  regular  meetings  of 
the  Association.  They  shall  also  under- 
take such  special  work  as  they  deem  wise 
to  advance  the  interests  of  the  libraries 
represented  by  their  several  groups,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Only  such  members  of  the 
Association  as  are  professionally  engaged 
in  libraries  of  the  type  represented  by 
any  Department  or  Section  shall  be 
eligible  to  membership  in  such  Depart- 
ment or  Section  or  entitled  to  vote  at  the 
meetings  of  such  Department  or  Section. 

Sec.  3.  No  Department  or  Section 
shall  be  formed  with  less  than  ten  mem- 
bers. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  or  Chairman 
of  each  Department  or  Section  shall  be 
ex-officio  a member  of  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Association.

BY-LAWS 

Members  becoming  three  (3)  years  in 
arrears  for  dues  shall  be  notified  by  the

THE  PENNSYLVANIA  HOSPITAL 
LIBRARY  SURVEY 

The  first  Pennsylvania  Hospital  Library 
Survey  reveals  a wide  range  of  activity 
going  on  in  the  name  of  library  service 
to  patients.  Methods  vary  from  the 
indiscriminate  distribution  of  odd  maga- 
zines to  bibliotheraphy, — the  matching  of 
individual,  mood,  and  book. 

In  compiling  the  data  on  the  ac- 
companying tables,  two  hundred  and  six 
questionnaires  were  mailed  out,  and 
twenty-nine  hospitals  were  reached  in 
person  or  by  telephone,  making  a total  of 
two  hundred  and  thirty-five  hospitals 
covered,  or  practically  everyone  in  the 
state. 

From  sixty-one  hospitals  there  was  no 
answer.  Of  the  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  replying,  fifty-one  had  no  library  ser- 
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vice  of  any  kind ; a number  of  these  ex- 
pressed interest  in  the  organization  of 
patient  library  service,  and  asked  for  more 
information.  The  tabulation  of  the  one 
hundred  and  twenty-three  hospitals  having 
some  form  of  library  service  was  compli- 
cated by  the  overlapping  among  those  do- 
ing the  work.  For  example,  the  social 
service  department,  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary, 
and  the  public  library  might  all  have  a 
hand  in  it.  The  attempt  was  made  to 
make  the  entry  under  the  most  pertinent 
heading,  under  the  department  that 
seemed  to  be  doing  most  of  the  work. 

Outside  of  the  larger  towns,  public 
library  extension  work  in  hospitals  will 
be  seen  to  he  very  rare.  While  this  is  a 
bad  year  to  suggest  that  libraries  (or 
hospitals)  take  on  any  extension  work,  it 
might  be  kept  in  mind  for  the  happy  day 
when  Prosperity  finally  turns  that  corner 
that  public  library  hospital  service  would 
be  welcome  in  many  institutions,  and 
that  hospital  patient's  are  only  taxpayers 
and  citizens  in  a horizontal  position  in- 
stead of  in  the  perpendicular,  as  we  are 
accustomed  to  seeing  them.  Such  service 


is  an  excellent  means  of  making  new 
friends  for  the  library  at  a time  when 
“a  feller  needs  a friend,”  and  of  increas- 
ing library  statistics. 

There  is  much  data  on  file  that  could 
not  be  incorporated  in  this  summary.  For 
instance,  volunteer  library  work  is  not 
generally  considered  satisfactory,  but 
personal  communications  and  letters 
showed  some  excellent  work  being  done 
by  volunteers ; cases  in  point  are  The 
Jewish  Hospital,  Philadelphia,  Magee 
Hospital,  Pittsburgh,  and  Williamsport 
General  Hospital.  There  are  doubtless 
many  others. 

The  writer  will  be  glad  to  receive  other 
data  and  statistics  of  any  kind  on  hospi- 
tal libraries,  and  regrets  the  many  gaps 
in  this  first  survey.  If  this  charting  of 
territory  already  covered  is  of  any  as- 
sistance in  providing  more  and  better 
library  service  for  the  sick,  the  effort  and 
time  spent  in  compiling  it  will  not  have 
been  in  vain.

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RESOLUTION  ADOPTED  BY  THE 

COUNCIL  OF  THE  AMERICAN 
LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION 

At  its  final  session,  April  30,  1932, 
in  New  Orleans 

Librarians  and  library  authorities  are 
urged  by  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion to  meet  sympathetically  the  demands 
of  appropriating  bodies  for  the  utmost 
efficiency  and  economy  in  all  public  acti- 
vities. At  the  same  time  they  should 
stand  unflinchingly  for  the  maintenance 
of  those  library  services  which  help  to 
sustain  morale  and  to  increase  under- 
standing of  the  many  difficult  problems 
now  confronting  the  American  people. 

This  country  has  millions  of  un- 
employed men  and  women  whose  spirit  is 
threatened  by  idleness  and  deadly  dis- 
couragement. For  many  of  them  the  li- 
brary is  one  of  the  most  essential  agencies 
for  combating  these  tendencies. 

The  library  should  make  every  effort  to 
have  the  details  of  its  budgets  and  activi- 
ties thoroughly  and  intelligently  studied 
and  understood. 

Librarians  should  continue  to  seek  new 


and  better  ways  of  doing  the  necessary 
work  at  the  least  possible  cost.  Notable 
progress  in  this  direction  has  been  made. 

Library  salaries  should  be  commensu- 
rate with  those  of  other  educational  pro- 
fessions. 

Regardless  of  the  size  of  the  book  fund, 
some  investment  should  be  made  from 
month  to  month  in  the  best  of  the  new 
books  on  current  problems.  In  this  time 
of  stress  when  clear  thinking  on  public 
questions  is  essential,  the  functions  of 
the  library  as  an  agency  for  diffusion  of 
ideas  should  not  be  curtailed. 

When  millions  of  men  and  women,  old 
and  young,'  are  attempting  to  equip  them- 
selves to  get  or  to  hold  jobs,  the  library 
should  not  be  allowed  to  decrease  its  ef- 
fective service  in  technical,  business  and 
other  vocational  fields.  When  these  and 
other  millions  are  in  greatest  need  of 
finding  in  free  library  service  the  only 
recreation  they  can  afford  and  one  of  the 
few  opportunities  for  renewing  their  faith 
in  organized  society,  the  library  should 
not  fail  to  meet  its  obligations  to  the 
community. 
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
